THE COLORADO BEETLE IN POTATOES. 

An array of potato plants, obviously very 
unwell, which is to be seen in the Plant 
Diseases Section of the Department’s educa- 
tional exhibit, excites much interest amongst 
visitors. These plants are afflicted with 

mosaíc,' which is a source of loss to potato 
growers, and farmers are afforded an oppor- 
tunity of identifying the disease and taking 
measures to eradicate it. 

In this section mav be seen also a specimen 
of the Colorado beetle, a pest which may be- 
come a menace to this country. The beetle 
works havoc every year with the potato erops 
in the United States and Canada. It has of 
late years appeared in France, and is steadily 
extending it, ravages there, in spite of 
strenuous efforts to overcome it, It can 
readily be understood that disastrous results 
would follow a successful invasion of this 
country by the pest, and it is a matter of im- 
portance that farmers should be able to 
identify it, Potato growers should be on the 
watch for suspicious insects feeding on their 
young stalks. 

Not the least important of the daily de- 
monstrations is that which aims at improving 
the methods of producing milk, It is 

enerally admitted that there is great 
or improvement in this matter, and the 
amount of done by this section can 
hardly be over-estimated.

VALUE OF EDUCATIONAL TOURS. 

“The test impediment to the more 
complete beste of winter agricultural classes 
is the low standard of knowledge of the pri- 
mary subjects of education possessed by 
many eligible students. In regard to this 
matter no blame attaches to primary teachers, 
but rather to the system which obliges them 
to deal with overloaded programmes. . 

This statement was made at Ballsbridge 
yesterday at the annual general meeting of 
the Agricultural Instructors’ Association, over 
which Mr. M. O’Leary (Chairman) presided, 
There was a large and representative attend- 
ance. 

In the course of the proceedings the report 
of the Commission on Technical Education 
came under review. It was the unanimous 
feeling of the members that, in the interests 
of the development of agricultural education, 
no time should be lost in putting its recom- 
mendations, with amendments, where neces- 
sary, into effect. The judicious development 
of continuation courses should prove to be 
very material factors in the removal of ex- 
isting causes of the partial failure of vaca- 
tional training. 

The steady progress made in the breeding 
and grading of live stock is a source of satis- 
faction to all concerned. New avenues of de- 
velopment are opening up in other directions, 
particularly in that of marketing produce. 

The health of the people is a matter of 
primary importance, and in this connection 
the production and handling of milk deserves 
even greater consideration than it receives. 
High avrage milk yields are the worthy aim 
of every progressive dairyman, but yields of 
themselves are not sufficient. An all-round 
clean milk supply is a vital necessity. The 
practical recommendations of the Milk En- 
quiry Committee afford valuable guidance to- 
wards its achievement, and measures for their 
adoption should be taken at the earliest 
opportunity.

having satisfied the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce of compliance 
with the conditions prescri by ion 
2 of the Local Authorities (Mutual 
Assurance) Act, 1926, carried on from 


December 3lst, i927, until February last the 
issuing of policies of insurance against loss 
by fire without first having deposited 
£20,000, as required by the Act. He made 
an order directing that the defendants should 
pay one shilling in respect of each day's 

default, making in all £2, one-third of the 
total amount to bo paid to the plaintiff and 
two-thirds to the be artment of Justice ; 
and, further, that the defendants should pay 
£100 in respect of Edward Byrne's costs. 
From this decision the defendants appealed. 

CAPITAL OF THE COMPANY. 

Mr. Denning, K.C., with whom were Mr. 
Dickie, K.C., and Mr. Gavan Duffy (in- 
structed by ‘Messrs. James O'Connor and 
Co.), opening the case for the respondents 
(Irish ational Insurance Company), said 
that the admitted facts were that no deposit 
had been made, and that the defendants had 
transacted fire insurance business during the 

riod mentioned in the summons. The de 

endants, although they relied on the Local 


Authorities (Mutual Assurance) Act, 1926, 
submitted that “mutual” did not mean 
“reciprocal,” and that no member of the 


company was liable for any losses sustained 
by any of the other members. 

Of course, £12,000 or £15,000 capital held 
by the defendants was a ludicrous sum for 
an insurance company to rely on. With 
the Maryborough Mental Hospital alone they 
had a policy of over £100,000. If they were 
not a reciprocal insurance company, they did 
not come within the 1926 Act at all. They 
were an ordinary insurance company which 
could not get out of the provisions of the 
Act of 1 

‘The curious thing about the defendant com. 
pany was that, while their rics ak wh 
appeared to be that of a mutual insurance 
company, their articles of association 
deliberately refrained from making any pro- 
vision with regard to one member being 
liable in respect to another. 

Mr. Joseph Brennan, general manager 01 
the defendant company, proved a copy of the 
memorandum and articles of association of his 
company. He said that a policy had been 
effected by his company with the Mary- 
borough Mental Home for over £100,000 to 
cover damage by fire, They had also issued 
fire policies to local sablig bodies in Cork, 
Sligo, and other places up to February 28th 
ast 

Mr. Denning—Suppose the Maryborough 
Mental Home was destroyed by fire, where 
would the money to pay on the policy come 
from ? 

The Witness—Part of it would come out of 
the assets of the company and part from the 
millions of pounds behind the other com- 
panies with whom reinsurances have been 
effected. 

Where are the assets?—After paying all 
expenses at the end of the first. nine months’ 
trading, there was a surplus of £1,200 earned. 

And except for that £1,200, if the Mental 
Home were burned it would be some other 
insurance company that would have to pay? 

Counsel for the appellants objected to the 
question, and no answer was given. 

INSURANCE TREATIES. 

Mr. Denning—Do you place insurance with 
other companies !—No; t they are arranged by 
insurance treaties. 

Is there any difference between treaties and 
getting a direct issue gpolicy’—There is a 
world of difference. 

Who is going to pay in the end? 

The Witness—Ali losses that have accrued 
to date have been paid direct. by the cheques 
of the Irish’ Public Bodies’ Mutual, and they 
recovered part of these; they lost only ‘648 
for the nine months. 

This closed the case for the respondent. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Finlay (instructed by Mr. Thomas Deering), 
for the appellants, submitted that they came 
entirely within the provisions of the Act of 
1926, and were not bound to deposit £20,000. 
The onus of proving that they were not a 
mutual society lay with the complainant, and 
he submitted that that had not been proved. 

Mr. Denning contended that the certificate 
signed by the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce expressing his approval of the ap- 
pellant company was not sufficient, and that 
the Minister ought to be brought ‘into court 
to express his satisfaction orally. 

Mr. Finlay, on the other hand, argued that 
the document signed by the Minister that was 
produced as evidence was sufficient to show 
that he was satisfied. 

SUMMONS TO MINISTER. 

The Judge held that the certificate of 
registration was not conclusive evidence that 
the Minister was satisfied that the Act of 
1926 had been complied with. 

Mr. Geoghegan then asked for an adjourn- 

ment in order that the Minister should attend 
in person. 

The case was adjourned till Monday next, a 


summons in the meantime to be issued to the 
Minister.

VACCINATION. 

The. debate on the second stage of the 

Vaccination (Amendment) Bill, 1028, was 


resumed. 

President COSGRAVE said that between 
1876 and there were 1,804 cases of 
smallpox treated in the Cork Street Hospital, 
and the deaths among those who were vac- 
cinated were 11.6, as compared with 63.7 of 
those who were not vaccinated. 

The tation against vaccination was 
started about twenty years ago for political 
motives. It had been stated that bad sani- 
tation had the effect of ‘giving rise to the 
disease, but he was informed that that was 
not so. He was informed that it could be 
taken from some on suffering from ‘it, or 
from some infected article. About two years 
ago the disease was responsible for very 
great suffering and considerable mortality in 
the Free State. The only thing which 
arrested its progress, so far as scientific in- 
formation could go, was vaccination. 

Vaccination was a preventive—it was not 
claimed for it that it was anything more 
than a: preventive—and the operation was 
altogether different from what it used to be. 
At the present moment there was absolutely 
no danger from the lymph used. 

TWENTY YEARS AGO. 

Some twenty years age when Aiderman 
Kelly recommended at the Dublin Corpora- 
tion the putting into operation of the notifi- 
cation of tuberculosis, it was said that the 
Sinn “Fein and Unionist parties were in 
alliance on the matter, and they were 
charged with making an attempt to brand 
as lepers persons suffering from tuberculosis. 
Tt was stated then that if notification were 
put into force it would have no effect what- 
ever in the ravages of tuberculosis. 

Now, after twenty years, looking back at 
what had been accomplished, they found a 
remarkable reduction in the mortality from 
tuberculosis. Deputy Everett had referred 
to the increased numbers in hospitals and 
sanatoria. Twenty years ago there was not 
accommodation for one-tenth of the persons 
suffering from tuberculosis. 

Science had certainly contributed to a re- 
markable extent in the improvement of the 
health of the people and in-eecuring their 
immunity from symotic diseases. accinar 
tion was éfe Of Abei*tpecommendations fot 
keeping the health of the péople up to a 
high standard; and it had been almost “uni- 
versally adopted. In the one county where 
conscientious objection to vaccination existed 
the disease was.on the increase. He asked 
in all seriousness whether it p that 
a conscience clause should be introduced in 
the vaccination laws. 

In his opinion this agitation originally had 
a political tinge, and if he were a representa- 
tive of Wexford or Carlow he wonld tell 
them that they had been il] advised, and 
that it was an unfortunate propaganda and 
that it would be in their best interests to be 
like the rest of the country, and to make 
themselves immune “from smallpox. 

A MEDICAL OPINION. 

Dr. JAMES RYAN (F.F., Wexford) said 
that no accurate analogy could be drawn be 
tween the compulsory Vaccination Act and 
other Public Health Orders, such as insist- 
ence on proper sanitary arrangements. Small- 
pox, while a very dangerous disease, was 1 ot 
one of the most dangerous they had to deal 
with at the moment. Diseases like tuber- 
culosis, diphtheria, and influenza and measles 
caused thousands of deaths per annum, and 
yet there were no such stringent regulations 
concerning them One might as well say that 
it should be compulsory on a man who re 
ceived a serious cut or wound to be inoculated 
against tetanus. 

President COSGRAVE—Tetanus is not a 
communicative disease. 

Dr. RYAN said that influenza and diph- 
theria were cormmanicative diseases, and it 
was not compaisory to be inoculated against 
them. On the question of tuberculosis, while 
much had been done to stamp it out in this 
country, he doubted if the decline in the 
figures of deaths from the disease represented 
fairly the decline in its prevalence. For ir- 
stance, dnring the epidemic of influenza in 
1918 a big number of people suffering from 
tuberculosis contracted influenza, and died 
from it.

THE REPORT. 
The Hon. Secretary read the twenty-eighth 
annual report, which stated that althongh | 
more than a quarter of a century had elapsed 
since the condlusion.of the Boer war the 
applications for help from men who served in‘ 
it appeared to be endless, and week by week 
piteous appeals were received from those who, . 
owing to age or infirmity, were rajetied for, 
service in the Great War and were now 
severely handicapped by the high “cost of 
liying. as compared with pre-war days, and 
were unable to obtain help from other sources. | 
There were also still numerous survivors of 
the Ashanti, Abyssinian, Matabelesand Zulu’ 
wars, the Egyptian war, the Nile‘Expedition 
of 1882 and other campaigns, who were’ sadly 
in need oí help. oar i 
The See did its utmost to help the men 
who spent the best: years of their lives in 
the Army, and the relief expendittire “was. 
considerably in excess.of:the previous year ; 
but they should like to, de more—ify only. the 
funds permitted. There were a number” of: 
supporters throughout the country. to “whose 
faithful work and loyal ‘interest the ‘Society 
mainly owed its existence; “During the year’ 
6,245 cases were dealt.,with in the Dublin 
office ; 5,063 letters were written in connection 
with various cases, and £1,244 3s. 5d. was 
expended in the relief of 750 men. 


ASSISTANCE IN MANY WAYS. 

Apart from cash grants, in cases of illness, 
the Dublin office had given assistance. 
m .Wways too.numerous and varied . to 
quote in full, They supplied artificial 
teeth, , spectacles and surgical - appliances, 
They redeemed articles from pawn, and paid 
debts for food and milk; they sent men to. 
hospitals and convalescent homes, supplied 
extra nourishment, and paid arrears of rent 
where men were threatened with eviction. 
Four horses were bought to replace animals’ 
which had died, removal expenses were paid 
for man taking up employment, etc. In forty- 
six cases the Society paid funeral expenses 
to save ex-Service men from a pauper’s/ 
burial. 

Subscriptions and donations during the 
year amounted to £742 19s. Od., as compared 
with £535 2s. 6d. for the ‘previous year. 
Thanks were due to the Hon, Mrs. Porter, 
who raised nearly £150 in seven months; 
to those who made the raffle a success they 
also returned thanks; £144 14s. was raised 
by this means; to Mr. M. J. Nolan, adminis- 
trative agent, United Service Fund, to whose 
efforts mainly a ball was organised ín” the 
Metropole, which pfoduced a profit of £75 
5s. 6d.; to Major Dease, who, at his own 
expense, organised a concert which produced 
£100. They also thanked others who assisted; 
the work of the Society by. sending men’s 
clothing, etc. 


THE COUNTRY BRANCHES. 
As regards ‘country branches, 1,049 men; 
were assisted with money and clothing at a 
cost of £1,147 17s. 7d., and employment was 
obtained for 146 men. Lady Moore reported 
that in County Dubha five men were helped 
with employment, and 25 with money and 
clothing. Owing to the kindness of a friend 
she was able to help nine men with money, 
clothing, ete. 
In County Kildare £121 5s, was expended 
on 65 men. :

fretien to report that the need for the 
ociety’s help among ex-Service men showed 


no sign of diminishing; on the contrary, it 
was on the increase. : 

Westmeath reported that a large number. 
of men were helped with money and cloth- 
ing; and the. Mayo Branch thanked district 
heads and “‘ friends ” for valuable help in 
investigating cases. 

The Honorary Tréasurer reported a credit 
balance of £232 10s., but stated that they 
sold £100 of stock during the year. 

CHAIRMAN’S STATMENT. 

The Chairman said that they had to help 
a great many more cases during the year 
than in the previous year, and employment 
was found for more men. The collections 
rose by £400—more than double those of 
the previous year. All the capital that re: 
mained now was £1,300, so that they were 
in very low water. They had been all these 
years selling out stock, and it was quite 
evident that if they continued selling it, they 
could not carry on for more than about six J 
years. They were very thankful to those 
who helped the Society during the vear. 

It was suggested that during this year 
entertainments should be held im order to as- 
sist im raising funds He suggested that 
people giving alms to men who called upon 
them, ought instead to send the money to 
the office in Dublin, in order that it would be 
given to really deserving cases. 

EXCELLENT WORK. 

Colonel’ Bramston-Newman, moving the 
adoption of the report, said that the financial 
statement was more cheerful than in the pre- 
vious year. Their thanks were due to the! 
honorary secretaries, who gave a great deal 
of their time voluntarily to the excellent 
work of the society. They also were in- 
debted to Lady Arnott for. giving them the 
use of that very comfortable room to hold 
their meetings. He hoped that next year's 
report would be as successful as the present 
one

Youth and the Church. ' 

This week's General Synod of the Church 
of Ireland has inspired certain letters on 
“Youth and the Church.” The champions 
of youth contend that the average Synods- 
man is too old, and that the Synod’s 
annual proceedings reflect his age in their 
lack ol idealism, courage and enterprise. 
We think that this criticism misynder- 
stands the functions of the General Synod, 
which is concerned chiefly with, the 
Church’s material business. It deals with 
the expenditure of large sums of money, 
with the stipends of the clergy, with the 
investment of the Church’s capital. The 
Synod has. weighty responsibilities in 
these matters. Even when it discusses 
such problems as the spiritual needs of 
Belfast it must keep finance in the fore- 
front of its considerations. The youngest 
Churchman cannot deny that the Synod’s 
financial and administrative functions are 
discharged with admirable loyalty and 
wisdom. One result of its middle-aged 
prudence is the progressive improvement, 
during recent years, in the once wholly 
inadequate incomes of incumbents and 
curates throughout all the dioceses. Yet 
the fact that the General Synod, by its 
very nature, cannot give full expression to

Domestic Relations Courts.

Lord Grey is the only real candidate ior 
the Oxford Chancellorship, and although 
the name of the Archbishdp of Canterbury 
has been put forward as a possible 
nominee, it is unlikely that his claims will 
be advanced owing to the supposition that 
he is too aged. Among the Conservatives 
there is some uncertainty regarding Lord 
Grey’s candidature; but the resident 
voters do not incline to an ordinary party 
fight, and many would vote for Lord Grey 
in any case. It seems that a suitable 
Conservative candidate 1s not forthcoming 
at the moment, and rather than take the 
chance of appointing a man who might 
not fill the high office with credit the Con- 
servatives will accept Lord Grey.

DIGNITY CONFERRED ON 


LADY CAVE, 


Last night’s London Gazette announces | 
that the King has granted the dignity of 
a Countess of the United Kingdom, to 
Anne Elizabeth Sarah Penfold, Viscountess 
Cave, widow of the Right Hon. George, 
Viscount Cave, G.C.M.G., by the name, 
style and title of Countess Cave of Rich- 
mond, and at. her death, the dignity of an 
Earl to her heir's male, by the name, style 
and title of Earl Cave of Richmond. 

Lord Cave, who left no heir, died on 
March 29th, within twenty-four hours ol 
the announcement of his resignation of the 
office of Lord Chancellor. The announce- 
ment that he had resigned was .accom- 
panied by an intimation of the King’s 
intention to bestow upon him an Earldom 
of the United Kingdom. The immediate 
death of Lord Cave, however, precluded 
the possibility of the issue of the neces- 
sary Letters Patent. 

There are numerous precédents for the 
bestowal upon the widow of a distin- 
guished public man of an honour for which 
her husband had been designated, but 
which he did not live to enjoy. 


SOME PRECEDENTS. 


The peerage affords several modern in- 
stances. 

On the death, in 1801, of Mr. W. H. 
Smith, M:P., who was First Lord of the 
Treasury, and leader of the House of 
Commons, his widow-—-who died in 1913-- 
was raised to the Peerage as Viscountess 
Hambleden In the same year the widow 
of Sir John Macdonald, the ‘famous 
Canadian statesman, received the Barony 
of Macdonald of Earnscliffe, which became 
extinct on her death in 1920. In 1912, Sir 
Thomas Borthwick, Bart., was nominated 
a Peer, but died before the Patent passed 
the Great Seal. His son was accorded the 
intended Peerage—that of the Barony of 
Whitburgh, and in the following year his 
widow received the Royal Licence to use 
the title of Baroness Whitburgh, but with- 
out precedence of a Baron’s widow. 

The creation of Lady Cave as a Peeress 
in her own right increases the number of 
such Peeresses to twenty-three. The other 
Countesses in their own right are the 
Countess of Cromartie,. the. Countess of 
Loudoun, the Countess Roberts, and the 
Countess of Seafield.

WILD, WAVES

CRITICISM OF IRISH 


VACCINATION BILL 
DEFEATED.

“What are the wild waves saying! 
was the burthen of the debate which occu- 
pied the first hour of Dail Eireann s 
sitting yesterday morning—the waves in

WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

It has been a very instructive and amusing 
afternoon, though it was rather difficult to 
gó whether members who supported Mr, 

ohn Buchan’s bill providing that futare grey- 
hound-racing tracks should be established 
only with the consent of the local authority 
concerned, were animated by a desire for the 
moral uplift of the people or were simp! 
toncerned with preserving the amenities o 
the district in which it was proposed to set 
up a new racing track. The member for the 
Scottish Universities certainly gave one the 
impression that he regarded the new form of 
sport, in common with horse-racing, as  de- 
cided evil, which they would do well to 
seo because oí the gambling spirit 
which it engendered. It seemed to him that 
there was far too little racing and too much 
betting, and he was one of those peculiar 
people to whom betting in any form was 
fundamentally distasteful. He did not like 
to think that in many cases the children’s 
Sunday dinner was dependent upon the result 
of a dog race on a Saturday evening. . 

Mr. J. Compton was anxious that he. at 
any rate, in supporting the second reading of 
the bill, should not be charged with being a 
spoil-sport, a kill-joy, or an advocate of 
grandmotherly legislation. Mach as he 
objected to gambling, his one desire was to 
protect the local authorities. 

The case against the bill was stated by 


Sir Frank Meyer, the Conservative member for 
‘Great Yarmouth. Whatever reasons were put 


\forward for a bill of this kind, he had nothin 
but contempt for efforts to raise the mora 
tone of the community by restrictions and 
ppressive legislation of this sort. Why, he 
baked, had dog racing been singled out for 
ocal control? 

There was a general laugh when the hon. 
member, addressing Mr. J. H. Thomas, asked

In official ¢ircles, however; “the prospects 


of the Irish os industry are not regarded

as discouraging. a review of the trade for 

the /rish Trade Journal pub- 
lished. by the Department of Industry, 
states :—‘ The official returns of sea and in- 
land fisheries for the year 1927 indicate "that 
the progress recorded during the preceding 
four yéars is being maintained.

The markets for our fresh 
mackerel across Channel have not been pro- 
mising since 1920; Two factors appear to be 
responsible for this: the one is that indus- 
trial depression in England has reduced the 
demand for this cheap fish food; the other is 
rapid tran-

As regards the inland fisheries, it is esti- 
mated that the vield of salmon, trout and 
eel was 45,000 ewt.. as compared with 36,800 
owt. ‘im 1926, and 98,387 cwt. ín 1925. The 
steady increase in the yield of salmon has been 
continved riv since the restrictive legisla- 
tion of 1924-1925 was enforced. In 1927 the 
value of fresh salmon, trout and-eel exported 
was £531,916. and that of herrings and 
mackerel together was £294,381, In 1986 the 
value of the fresh fish imported was £115,850. 
The wholesale trader mentioned above, wien 
reminded of the large sum so sent out of the 
country, said that fresh fish was imported 
because it could be ordered with certainty of 
delivery on the day fixed. Thev could not 
depend on having supplies of Trish-caught 
fish just ag they were required.

COLLECTOR SUED FOR 
SUBSCRIPTIONS. 
————— 


At: Mohill District Conrt, before Mr. J. H. 
Rice, D.J., & case: in connection with the 
1920 Dail Eireann Loan was heard, when 
Francis Conboy, keetin, Cloone, sued 
Thomas Lennon, Corduff; Mr £1 °8s., whereof 
£1 is for principal and 8s. for interest. It 
was alleged that defendant received the 
moneys for the purp of investing them in 
the Dail Fia Loan, and that há tonterted 
them to: his own use. 

There was a siniilar case at the suit of John 
Gillece, Drumkeerin, against the same de. 
fendant. 

Mr. Canning, solicitor for the plaintiff, said 
that these two cases were only being brought 
as test cases, and there were a Jarge number 
of others pending throughout Co. Leitrim. 
Although this monty was paid in 1920, Mr. 
Canning submitted that the Statute of Limi- 
tations did not apply, because the alleged 
fraud was not discovered until quite recently, 
and the Statute did not begin to operate 
until the time the fraud was ascertained. 
In June, 1920, the plaintiff went around 
among a number of farmers and collected 
from each of them a certain amount. It was 
only when the amounts were being refunded 
to other people last year, and the plaintiffs 
did not get paid, that they discovered that 
the money had not been invested. 

THE EVIDENCE. 

Plaintiff said that there was a house-to- 
house collection for the money, and he gave 
defendant £1 in presence of John Gillece. 
He asked for a receipt, and defendant :aid 
that they had no receipts then. A couple of 
years ago Mr. Pope, of Cloone, got 
receipts back for other people, but none for 
witness. Witness and others in the same 
position called a meeting, and Lénnon made 
the excuse that lre had given up the money 
to another man. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Beirne, for de- 
fendant#Do you say that Lennon de- 
Tranded. you out of the £1—I say he 
collected’ the £1 and did not send it 
to what he got, if for.

IRELAND DEFEATED 
IN DO Ei: 

At Fitzwilliam Lawn Tennis Club yesterday

He was certainly 
superior overhead, and. hit’ his Volleys de- 
one His low volleying and his lobbing 
were bad. When following in his service he 
often netted the return through not getting 
in close enough, while his lobbing, especially 
whap he had to run back, was too short.

In submitting the Council’s report and
